FRANKFURT, Saturday (Reu- 
ter) The independent ieft- 
wing “Frankfurter Rundschau” 
said today that Nazi “mass 
murderers” were now serving 
in the Egyptian Army as ad- 
visers ; 

The paper claimed that 
among the 150 former German 
officers reported to be in the 
Egyptian Army, two were for- 
mer senior ~SS. officers who 
should be tried for mass murd- 
ers of Jews before the West 
German government introduceg 
ite planed general amnesty for 
war criminals. 

The paper named the men 
as Oskar Dirlewanger and Kari 
F.ichman. 

Dirlewanger was jae ‘= aa 
former commander of a special 
SS commando unit which killed 
partisans in Poland and Russia 
during the war. Eichman was ai- 
leged to be chief of the office of 
Jewish affairs in Heinrich Himn 
ler’s security service. He was fur- 
ther described as head of tie 
Auschwitz concentration camp and 
chief of the special extermination 
commmandos : 

The Frankfurter Rundschaw’ 
quoted former SS Judge Konrad 
Morgen for saying during the war 
that Derlewanger had been the 
‘plagu e and horror” of the whele 
population of the area in which 
his commando ,operated He had 
repeatedly iooted™ the Lublin 
ghetto and had watched the whip- 
ping of young Jewish girls which 
he had ordered. The girls were 
then injected with strychnine and 
died in agony. the paper quoted
